Dr. H unter has probably had more an­ 
athem a hurled a t his head by Atnercans 
whose business took them to C entral 
America than ever overwhelmed any of 
his predecessors.

If there should be danger of a mone­ 
tary famine, which the bankers made 
powerless to control with assistance, the 
deposits might be considerably increased 
but there is no intention of doing any­ 
thing of the kind.
